the  Social  Club;  the  rate  of  speed  at  which  vehicles  travel 
down  the  narrow  road;  and  noise  emanating  from  late-night 
events  which  are  sometimes  booked  at  the  club. 

"One  of  our  main  concerns  is  the  area  is  zoned  for 
residential,"  said  resident  and  neighbor  Karl  Drake.  "Can 
you  operate  a  business  in  a  residential  zone?" 

"They  leave  the  doors  open  and  sometimes  are  there 
well  after  12:00  (midnight),"  said  Diane  Drake.  "(Cars)  go 
flying  down  the  road.  Coming  home  tonight  there  were 
seven  cars  coming  out  of  the  Marion  Social  Club.  I  attended 
the  Planning  Board  meeting  last  night,  and  they  said  this 
contract  (with  the  dance  school)  is  illegal." 

Chairman  Schaefer  said  she  would  rather  get  a  legal 
opinion  on  such  a  contract  from  Town  Counsel.  Selectman 
Winters  also  suggested  a  motion  to  allow  the  Marion  Social 
Club  to  proceed  with  the  existing  contract  they  have  with 
The  Balancing  Room  Dance  School  through  January  31,  2000 
and  recommend  that  the  lease  not  be  renewed  after  that  date 
and  also  advise  the  club  that  they  should  not  sign  any  similar 
leases  with  other  profit-making  organizations  in  the  future. 
The  motion  was  amended  pending  the  approval  and  review 
of  Town  Counsel  as  per  Chairman  Schaefer 's  suggestion.  The 
motion  was  passed  as  amended  via  unanimous  vote. 

Both  Danielle  Souza  and  Kimberly  Bretto-Smith,  co- 
partners in  the  dance  school,  said  they  were  sympathetic 
with  residents'  concerns,  but  they  had  previously  obtained  a 
permit  from  the  town  and  had  a  written  lease  agreement 
with  the  Marion  Social  Club  dating  back  to  last  year.

January,  God-willing." 

Ms.  Souza  also  said  they've  made  efforts  to  limit  the 
class  size  to  seven  students  specifically  to  curb  an  increase  in 
traffic.  "We  can't  reduce  the  number  of  students  (any  more)," 
she  said.  "We  could  stagger  the  classes  ...  but  it  would  have 
been  easier  to  do  before  the  year  started." 

Regarding  some  of  the  other  concerns  raised  by 
residents,  Chairman  Schaefer  recommended  that  the  two 
groups  —  the  Marion  Social  Club  and  members  of  the 
neighborhood  organization  —  sit  down  and  discuss  how 
these  matters  can  be  resolved.  "We  have  some  traffic  issues 
here  ...  (and)  I  think  we  need  to  look  into  a  process  to  keep 
the  lines  of  communication  open,"  she  said.

CHOOSING  A  PET  BIRD 

I  have  been  thinking  about  getting  a  pet  bird.  How  do  I  decide 
what  kind  to  buy? 

If  you  have  never  had  a  pet  bird  before  I'd  recommend  start- 
ing with  a  budgerigar  (parakeet)  or  a  cockatiel.  They  are 
small  relatively  easy  to  care  for  and  relatively  inexpensive. 

I've  always  wanted  a  cockatoo  but  I  don't  know  too  much  about 
them. 

Cockatoos  are  loving  gentle  birds  that  require  a  huge  time 
commitment.  Owning  a  cockatoo  is  like  having  a  perennial  2 
year  old  child  for  50  years.  They  are  often  very  loud  and  de- 
structive and  may  go  through  phases  that  make  you  ques- 
tion your  sanity  for  wanting  this  bird  in  your  home.  Not  a 
good  choice  for  an  avian  novice. 

Is  it  better  to  get  one  bird  or  to  get  a  pair? 
Birds  that  live  with  other  birds  tend  to  remain  "bird  ori- 
ented" and  are  much  more  difficult  to  tame  than  birds  that 
spend  lots  of  time  out  of  their  cage  with  people.

Article  S8  asks  voters  to  rescind  the  vote  taken  on 
April  27, 1998  to  appropriate  $3  million  for  the  DPW  to 
finance  and  construct  improvements  to  the  Wastewater 
Treatment  Plant. 

Article  S9  will  replace  that  previous  vote  and 
request  an  allocation  of  $1,235  million  to  be  used  by  the  DPW 
to  make  improvements  to  the  Wastewater  Treatment  Facility 
to  "bring  us  into  full  compliance  with  our  DEP  permit," 
according  to  Mr.  Pickles. 

Lastly,  Article  S10  will  ask  voters  to  authorize  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  to  negotiate  and  enter  into  a  contract  for 
power  supply  services  as  recommended  by  the  regional 
emPOWERment  group  under  Massachusetts  General  Laws. 

•  Set  the  salary  range  for  the  Council  on  Aging 
(COA)  Director  from  $12  to  $15  as  based  on  other  area  towns 
and  to  set  the  current  COA  Director's  salary  at  $13  per  hour 
for  a  one-year  period. 

There  being  no  further  matters  to  come  before  the 
board,  they  unanimously  voted  to  adjourn  for  the  evening  at 
8:32  pm.

then  submitted  his  report  to  the  board  for  the  week. 

Mr.  Huntoon  first  informed  the  board  that  he  had 
received  a  bill  from  resident  Tony  Sol  in  the  amount  of 
$440  for  recent  incidents  involving  dogs  which  fatally 
attacked  his  farm  hogs.

Selectman  Parker  immediately  moved  that  a  letter 
be  drafted  and  sent  to  Governor  Cellucci  stating  that  his 
refusal  to  allocate  Chapter  90  Highway  Funding  is 
unacceptable,  which  the  board  unanimously  approved. 
"If  everyone  writes  to  him,  maybe  it  will  put  pressure  on 
him,"  Selectman  Parker  said. 

•  Letter  and  checks  from  the  Annie  Maxim 
House,  Inc.  located  on  North  Avenue  in  Rochester, 
allocating  their  annual  donations  to  various  town 
departments.

It  has  a  distinctive 
look  and  feel,  an  atmosphere  of  bumout 
and  chaos;  it  launches  at  a  high  energy  level 
and  generally  stays  there.  The  buzz, 
however,  wears  off  fast.  As  with  Natural 
Born  Killers,  the  roughhouse  style  leaves  an 
afterimage,  but  the  serious  points  the  film 
tries  to  make  don't  follow  you  home. 

We're  in  Iraq,  right  after  Operation 
Desert  Storm  has  reached  its  anticlimax. 
Many  of  the  soldiers  stationed  in  the  Gulf 
have  been  pumped  up  for  combat,  but  it's 
been  a  smart-bomb,  PlayStation  war  — 
death  from  above,  but  not  much  excitement 
on  the  ground.  We  meet  a  few  of  these 
soldiers  just  marking  time  in  the  sand:  nice 
guy  Troy  (Mark  Wahlberg),  born-again  Chief 
(IceCube),callousredneckVig  (Spike  Jonze), 
and  cynical  Special  Forces  captain  Archie 
Gates  (George  Clooney).  They're  all  itching 
for  adventure,  and  they  find  it  in  a  map  that 
may  lead  to  millions  of  dollars'  worth  of 
stolen  Kuwaiti  gold  bullion  hidden  in  one  of 
Saddam's  bunkers. 

In  a  way,  writer-director  David  0. 
Russell  (who  previously  did  the  acclaimed 
indie  comedies  Spanking  the  Monkey  and 
Flirting  with  Disaster)  is  itching  for  action, 
too.  You  can  feel  his  excitement  at  painting 
on  a  broad  canvas  full  of  hair-trigger 
shootouts  and  exploding  trucks.  But  I'm 
afraid  he  also  wants  us  to  consider  the 
human  cost  of  the  same  violence  he  thrills 
us  with,  and  this  doesn't  always  work. 

The  movie  shifts  tones  many  times, 
and  though  that  doesn't  bother  me.  Three 
Kings  loses  some  of  its  disreputable  charge 
when  it  starts  going  human  on  us.  Like 
many  directors  before  him.  Russell  can't 
resolve  the  complex  issue  of  anti-violence 
movie  violence  and  our  complicated 
response  to  it. 


What  we  have  here  is  an  attempt  at  a 
thinking  person's  adventure  film  —  it  even 
pauses  to  show  us  exactly  what  a  bullet  can 
do  to  a  man's  innards,  the  infected  pockets 
of  flesh  filling  with  bile  —  and  on  that  level, 
compared  with  the  stupid  and  meaningless 
concussive  epics  we  usually  get,  ThreeKings 
is  near  the  head  of  its  class.  The  characters 
are  sketched  in  for  us  in  a  backhanded, 
wise-ass  manner;  the  central  figure,  Archie 
Gates,  is  also  the  least  developed  —  he's 
your  basic  cynic  who  sticks  his  neck  out  for 
nobody,  until  he  gradually  learns 
compassion  —  and  George  Clooney  simply 
seems  to  be  walking  in  the  footsteps  of  a 
hundred  change-of-heart  anti-heroes  before 
him.  He  knows  how  to  take  charge,  though, 
and  he  and  his  fellow  actors,  in  Archie's 
words,  do  whatever's  necessary  at  any  given 
moment. 

While  you're  watching  it,  Three  Kings 
feels  like  a  hipper,  bolder  breed  of  war 
movie,  with  its  hallucinatory  left-out-in- 
the-sun  photography  (cinematographer 
Newton  Thomas  Sigel  did  the  honors)  and 
its  satirical  swipes  at  American  pop  culture 
invading  Iraq.  Afterward,  though,  what  you 
remember  are  the  scenes  of  moral 
awakening  that  generally  bring  the  movie  to 
a  dead  stop.  Three  Kings  begins  like  an 
action-comedy  and  ends  as  a  message  movie 
bucking  for  Oscars.  It  tells  us  that  saving 
human  lives  (Archie  and  his  crew  eventually 
try  to  get  some  Iraqi  refugees  over  the 
border  to  freedom)  is  nobler  than  grabbing 
the  gold  —  a  comforting  moral  the  American 
audience  is  always  ready  to  hear,  if  not 
always  to  heed.  Greed  and  dictatorship: 
bad.  Compassion:  good.  It  doesn't  take 
much  to  be  a  media  masterpiece  these 
days.

Is  Arizona  ace  Randy  Johnson  des- 
tined to  be  a  loser? 

That  is  rarely  the  statement  used 
for  one  of  the  most  dominant  pitchers 
in  baseball.  Here  is  an  athlete  who 
racked  up  300  strikeout  victims  this 
season  faster  than  anyone  in  major- 
league  history. 

But  that  feat  was  done  during  the 
regular  campaign.  This  is  October, 
and  that  means  playoff  time. 

The  6-foot- 10-inch  lefty  has  not 
ruled  during  post-season,  despite  the 
fact  he  has  pitched  well. 

Last  year  was  a  classic  example. 
Johnson  was  acquired  during  the  sea- 
son by  Houston  from  Seattle  because 
the  Astros  wanted  a  stud  on  the 
mound  when  the  playoffs  began. 

What  did  Johnson  bring  them?  Not 
a  victory.  He  lost  2- 1  to  San  Diego  in 
Game  One.  He  came  back  to  give  up 
only  one  earned  run  in  six  innings  of 
Game  Four,  only  to  see  the  Astros 
fall  short,  6-1.  A  lack  of  hitting  sup- 
port doomed  Johnson,  who  saw  his 
personal  playoff  losing  streak  reach 
five  games. 

A  dominant  post-season  perfor- 
mance that  produced  victories  would 
do  more  than  help  Johnson's  team.  It 
would  also  boost  any  Hall  of  Fame 
hopes  he  might  quietly  have. 

Granted,  other  flame  throwers 
have  reached  the  Hall  without  suc- 
cess after  September.  Bob  Feller 
never  won  a  World  Series  outing. 
Nolan  Ryan  racked  up  more  than 
5,700  career  strikeouts,  but  was 
never  a  big  post-season  factor.  But 
both  of  the  above  have  greater  career 
stats  than  the  36-year-old  Johnson. 

A  pitcher  who  has  "only"  160-plus 
victories  in  12  seasons  better  have 
memorable  playoff  moments  if  the 
Hall  of  Fame  is  a  goal.  Johnson's 
proclivity  at  strikeouts  will  help,  but 
a  World  Series  run  would  add  a  shine 
to  his  the  statistics. 

Arizona  has  the  hitting,  led  by 
Matt  Williams  and  Jay  Bell,  to  do 
some  damage  during  this  month. 

But  it  must  come  through  before 
Johnson  solidifies  a  reputation  he 
cannot  strike  out.
